Well, the allied command knew all luai. 
But It may be neces.sary, as well as obvit)us. 
to remind ourselves again that campaigns are 
not" won on paper. To borrow the title of 
Capt. Ralph IngersoH's book, the battle Is the 
.■ payoH. It l.'in't a frnmcitp. Objectives are 
plotted, tactics arc mapped out. men and 
material are consigned for their execution.

But an enemy's sudden adaptation to 
equally sudden moves docs not figure into 
the grand filrategy ot the armchair general 
staff.
